failure early Monday,

call from her father's room early Mon- 
day morning, and upon answering it 
sflftv- at once that he was seriously ill. 
fhumnoning the Rev. Mr. Freeman, Mrs. 
Francis sent him for a physician, but 
wftien the physician arrived tlie justice 
was 'beyond assistance.

Francis of Washington, at tho cottage he

WITH HAMMER; IS .CAPTURED 


• KILL CITY, Kas., July 5.—Buck Plant, 
who-recently-escaped from--thc insane 
•isylum at Parsons, K.as.,-went'to the 
home of George Plwit,,his .father, here 


'and crushed the'old man's

One negro 
was killed early today, his msailant es- 
caping, while several badly bruised ne- 
groes arc in hospitals recovering from in- 
juries and fright. 


The '-'black and tan" zone was the 


scone of the only race killing reported. 
George Crawford, a negro waiter, had 
an altercation with an unknown white 
man over'thc question of what Jeffries 
in his prime.could have done to Johnson. 
The white man ended the argument'by 
striking Crawford over the head with a 
blunt instrument. The negro died later 
in the hospital. 


Nelson Turner, a negro, was nearly 


lynched for yelling to a crowd- of while 
men in the "San Juan section,"

blacks can put .one over on you whites 
and we're going to do more to you.'' Tlmn 
Turner drew a revolver which missed 


j fire and in a thrice the crowd was upon 


him. 
He'was being hauled to a lamp 


post when 'the police rescued him. There 
wore race troubles in all thc boroughs of 
tho city, but the police say no further 
trouble is expected. 


Trouble In Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 5.—More 


than one hundred whites and blacks, 
.some with their heads bandaged or show- 
ing other evidence of their participation 
in last night's nice riot, following John- 
son's victory at Reno, were stood up 
before police magistrates today 
to re- 


'ccive punishment. 
As a rule the dis- 


turbers of the pence were released with 
a fine but those more seriously involved 
in the riots were held-in boil for court 
or sent to thc county prison for short 
terms. 


It was a wild night among thc rough- 


er element of colored people in the ne- 
gro sections, but no one was seriously 
hurt either in tlie riots or in the hilari- 
ous celebrations of the negro champion's 
triumph. 


The disturbances were not confined to 


any particular part of thc city or pub- 
lic'parks, breaking out nearly every- 
where that the two races intermingled. 
The police were looking for trouble in 
the event of Johnson's victory and ruled 
.with an . iron hand when the trouble 
came. Clubs wore freely used in quelling 
the disturbances.

STATE SUPREME COURT DECIDES 


IN FAVOR OF HEMRY J. KOR- 


TENDICK. 


FIVE YEARS OF LITIGATION 


Derision Handed Down by Justice Barnes 


and Mr. Kortendiejc Receives Judgment 
Against the Town for $122.50—Case 


Cost Tai-payers of Waterfoid Nearly 


Fourteen Hundred Dollars. 


After five years of litigation Henry .7. 


Kortendick has been awarded $122.50 for 
a horse that died in consequence of step- 
ping into a hole in a road in the town of 
Watcrford, Racine county, and the most 
famous horse case in this section will be 
a part of history. The supreme court 
has handed down its decision giving the 
farmer that amount. The total costs 
and judgment in the case cost the town- 
ship $1,307,31. The case could have been 
settled for about $100 at the time of the 
accident. 


The case is a most interesting one in 


its history, brought as it was in justice 
court in "Racine county in 1805. Then a 
verdict was found awarding damages in 
the sum of S135 with 554.55 costs. The 
circuit court in 1006, an appeal gave a 
judgment of non-suit. That judgment 
wns reversed by the supreme court in 
1008. A second trial was had in circuit 
court in December, 1908, resulting in 
verdict of $12-2.50 damages, costs $136.39. 
Appeal from this judgment was taken to 
the supreme court in lOOfl »-nd the pres- 
ent decision affirming the decision ends 
the case. 


The opinion is by Justice. Barnes, who 


in a discussion of the case, reveals a fine 
appreciation of the humor of the situa- 
tion.

? from this source, and expect to get in 


,.ill more from its own taxpayers by scll- 
ng them current for power to operate 
electric lights. Last year the earnings 
from sale of water power was $63,211, 
which went quite a little distance to- 
wards paying off interest on the millions 
of dollars worth of bonds issued. 


But one of the funniest things and as 


well illustrating the very queer manner 
in which American communities are gov- 
erntal, is shown in the trials of the drain- 
age trustees in getting the city of Chi- 
cago authorities to buy this extra cur- 
rent of them for city lighting purposes. 
The two systems are entirely different 
from each other and neither may inter- 
fere in the other's jurisdiction, so the 
humorous feature was and is presented of 
the immense body of taxpayers by law 
divided into 'two entirely different sys- 
tems of government, and quarreling with 
each other nnd charging each other for 
whut belongs to the. great body of tax- 
payers who already own the whole thing, 
anil who, year after year elect the offi- 
cials for each governing and taxing body. 
For the jurisdiction of each body, city 
government proper and drainage commis- 
sioners is exactly the same. 


The Chicago system is no worse than 


is the system of all cities, only more com- 
plex.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—In fixing 


the rates to Spokane, the.commission-did 
not use the rates to Seattle as a stand- 
ard, but adjusted., the rates to Spokane 
upon what it considered to be a rea- 
sonable baeij taking into account that 
water competition to Spokane wns not 
material. Then the commission held as 
follows: 
"Joint through 
rates, both 


class «tnd commodity, should be estab- 
lished from defined territories east of 
Chicago to Spokane. 


"Where joint through rates d_o not now 


exist froro points east of Chicago upon 
certain lines to Spokane, the commission 
finds that there is no reasonable and 
satisfactory through routo and. that such 
through routes aJid joint rates 'ought' to 
be established. 


In the Spokane opinion 5t was "also 


held that the rates to Baker City, Lii- 
(Jrande arid Pendleton, Ore., and "Walla 
Walla,. Wash., were excessive -insofar «s 
they exceed the new rates' lixed to Spo- 
kane, 


WASHINGTON, June 
20,—Decisions 


were handed down today by tht inter- 
state commerce commission, countrywide 
in importance. -They affect freight rates 
—both class and commodity—on all 
trans-continental lines -operating between 
tue Atlantic.and Pacific oceans. 


The -.decisions axe of what popularly 


are known as the Pacific coasi .cases, 
heard last autumn by the commission on 
its six weeks', trip to the Pacific coast 
and inter-mountain territory.... 


In every instance reductions in the ex- 


isting rates complained of were made, 
and in some instances they amounted to 
nearly fifty per cent. The commission 
found through its inquiry, a remarkable, 
rate situation existing on the Pacific 
coast and even a more remarkable one in 
the inUr-mountain territory. This is 
notably true of the rates to and from 
Spokane, Wash., and Reno, 'Nevada. 


The Spokane rate case had been before 


the commission in on« form or another 
for several years. The shippers of that 
city complained insistently of the rates 
charged by the railroads on freight class- 
es and commodities from pastern points 
of origin, because they- were required to 
pay tho Pacific coast terminal rates, plus 
the local rates back to Spokane from 
those terminals, although the freight 
was discharged at Spokane, by the rail- 
roads on the western trip. 


Same Conditions in Nevada, 


Substantially the same state of- facts 


existed at Reno and other Nevada points,. 
which had to pay the rates to San Fran- 
cisco and return. These local rates in 
most instances, amounted to two-fifths or 
more of tho entire rate from eastern 
points of origin to Pacific const terrain-, 
als. No complaint was nwde in any-of 
the cases of the rates.of the eastern 
lines between Atlantic points and Miss- 
issippi river transfer points to Pacific 
coast terminals and inter-mountain ter- 
ritorial points. 


The decision of the commission in tho 


case of the city, of Spokane against the 
Northern Tteoific and. Great Northern 
railroad 
companies and other carriers 


held that the earnings of the .Northern 
Pacific and the Great Northern for the 
the years preceding 1908 might fairly be 
termed excessive and that reductions in 
revenues might, therefore be made with- 
out viola-ting, the constitutional rights 
of those companies. 


"Having determined that question, we 


did not make reductions in rates to Spo- 
kane because these revenues 'were exces- 
sive or to reduce the revenues, but we 
held the rates to Spokane to be unrea- 
sonable. 


"The scheme of rates proposed by tho 


Great Northern and the Northern 'Pacific 
for transportation of traffic from St. 
Paul and Chicago to Spokane made by 
taking seventy-five1 per cent of the ter- 
minal rates is founded upon facts which 
do not exist and is constructed upon the 
theory which' cannot be approved by the 
commission." 


New Rates Lower. 


The rates established for the future 


are 
materially 
lower—approximately 


twenty per cent on both classes and 
commodities—but they will" not be ef- 
fective immediately. 


The defendant lines maintained that if 


material reductions were made, the result 
would be disastrous, in view of reduc- 
tions that necessarily would have "to be" 
made elsewhere. 


In addition, the 'Northern Pacific show- 


ed that since the first decision in the 
Spokane case in tho -spring of 1'007: it 
had expended approximately $03,000.000 
and the Great Northern showed it had 
expended approximately $75,000,000 in 
hettermentn. The commission says that 
these sums would in each cn.se equal ap- 
proximately 25 per cent on the tmtire 
cost of reproduction'a* found by tho com- 
mission and would, if not accompanied by 
increased earnings, -perhaps justify -the 
claim- to greater -return.. -An- examina- 
tion of the nature of these expenditures 
does not, however, lead; to-the -conclusion 
that they, can h»vR any legitimate' bear- 
ing on the question of rates. • • : • . ' . -

Some time ago it was stated the to- 


bacco trust would not reduce the size 
of their packages of smoking tobacco. 
The SpainsT-i-American. war brought .a 
revenue tax with the trust reducing thu 
size,-; of their packages, and after the tax 
was removed kept them at the frame' old 
size. As a result it had been intimated 
the packages now would remain at €!o5 
same size. 


'But it' appears this is not to be so, as 


old packages of smoking • and chewing 
tobacco will be smaller. Tim*, it is stat- 
ed, the" smoker who has been buying * 
package weighing one and two-thirds 
ounces will hereafter get but one aud u 
half ounces in his package, 


The following explanation will be read 


with interest, taken from ..a New York- 
dispatch to the': Sun of Bnltim6re,~a 
place where large quantities of tobacco 
are manufactured:

''Consumers of cheap cigarettes and of 


tho -inexpensive grades of tobacco will 
find after July 1 that they will get less 
for their money owing to the new re™- 
nue law which goes into effect 011 that 
day. 


"The makers of low-priced cigarette, 


many of whom are on the. east side, will 
feel the effects of the new conditions 
keenly, for-they, will have to pay an 
increased tax, .which will affect their 
competition with the larger companies. 
The present tax on cigarettes is 54 cents 
on those which sell for $2 a. thousand or 
less and ?1.08 on those, which sell'for 
more than S2 a thousand. The now reg- 
ulations", a-s promulgated by the depart- 
ment of internal revenue, places a com- 
mon rate of tax of $1.25 on aJl cigar- 
ettes. ' This, as it will' be seen, adds 74 
cents'a thousand to the cheap cigarettes 
and IT cents to the more expensive varie- 
ties. 


"The American Tobacco company hus 


notified dealers .Hint niter .Inly 1 their 
cheap -cigarette*— the 5-cent packages of • 
which contain -20 of .the white rolls—will 
be packed only 15 to the box. The small 
manufacturer, in order to keep up with 
the game, will also have to roduce tho 
number in each box.

structure of the milky way, how the 
Innumerable suns of which it is com- 
posed are here gathered into great 
clouds and streams by forces of 
whose nature we have no conception. 


Above Vega there shines out the 


beautiful Northern Cross with Its 
striking double at A, Figure 1, while 
far in the north the yellow star Ca- 
pella' is seen just ready to set, and 


which a very short time after setting 
is seen to rise again, being so -near 
the pole of the hearens that It just 
misses^ being.-Include* -among those 
stars which never rise and never set 
The long water snake^ which only 
stays with us for one month'of the 
year has nearly disappeared iri' the 
southwest, while in the southeast 
there is found the interesting group 
Sagittarius, with its. so-called milk 
dipper at C. It is between the stars 
of D and E that there occurs the most 
remarkable black hole of the heav- 
ens, a small, circular region, almost 
wholly devoid of stars, though sur- 
rounded on every Bide by the densely, 
packed stars of the milky way. 


Just rising tn the east is the group 


Aquarius, and if toward midnight of 
July 28 the observer will watch this 
constellation he will see numerous

yellow, slow-moving shooting .stars 
which dart outward from a region 
just east of the star at B, Figure 1. 
These1 belong to a great stream of 
meteorites passingaround our sun and 
with which our earth in its annual 
Journey collides each, .year at this 
time. It is near the point from which 
these shooting stars appear to come 
that more than a century ago Sir 
William Hershel found what he 
thought to be a comet, but which he 
later ascertained to be the great new 
planet Uranus. 


. THE PLANETS. 


Mercury passes the sun and enters 


the evening sky on July 19, but 
throughout the month'Is too near the 
sun to be observed. 


Venus is still' brilliant in toe morn- 


ing sky just before sunrise; it is mov- 
ing rapidly nearer the sun, although 
it will not overtaXe this body and be- 
come an evening star until November 
26. The observer may have noticed 
the beautiful conjunction of Saturn 
and Venus on June 5, when these two 
bright planets were so near together

that they appeared as one to th« 
naked eye. Since then Saturn has 
been pursuing its course to the west, 
and Venus has been moving east- 
ward, so that they are now far apart. 
On Jnly 1 Saturn rises two hours 
earlier than Venus and on July 31 


four hours earlier. 


Mars, on account of its rapid east- 


ward motion, is ?tlll to b« seen low- 
down- Jn the northwest, but it Is now- 
much too far away from the earth to 
be a satisfa'ctory 'object tn a small 
telescope. Throughout the month It 
will rapldlr approach the bright star 
Regulus, at-F, Figure 1. It will finallr 
pass the star on August 3. on which 
date the planet will be north of the 
star, a distance almost equal to the 
diameter of'the moon. At this tim« 
the two objects will appear ma a 
striking pair of bright stare In the 
western sky. Jupiter, now the bright- 
est object .in. the heavens, still ihinea 
out high up from the ground in tt» 
southwest- Its slow eastward motion 
among the stars' can now be easily 
detected, for; while on'July'1 it will 
be seen to be about half way between. 
the stars G and H, Figure 1, on July 
31 it will pass directly below the In- 
teresting double star at G, a motion 
just rapid enough to carry the planet 
completely around the hearens In 12 
years. 


On July 1 at 9 P. M. the-moon will 


pass between us and the planet Sat- 
urn, but unfortunatelr tol» vgsy £- 
terestlng phenomenon will not b« 
visible to observers in the United 
States, as' the planet will not bavo 
risen at that hour. The'next morn-

Ing, however, the two bodies will still 
be seen close together, the planet ly- 
ing Just west of the edge of the moon. 
The two objects will then'-present a 
beautiful sight In a small telescope, 
the greenish color of Saturn contrast- 
ing strongly with' the silvery moon. 
An even closer approach may be wit- 
nessed on the morning of July 29, 
when our satellite In the course of Its 
monthly journey around the heavens 
again pisses the planet. Saturn at 
this time will be seen, a little below 
and to" the east of the moon. 


Uranus may be found with a small 


telescope with the help of Figures 1 
and 3. It Is -in unusually favorable 
position, being exactly oppoiite the 
sun on July 16. 


Neptune enters the morning sky on 


July 12 and cannot be obsenred dur- 
ing the month. 


THE COMET. 


During July the distance of the 


comet from us increases from 150,- 
000,000 to 235,000,000 of miles. 
At 


this great distance "its apparent dis- 
placement among the stars 18 neces- 
sarily slight, the entire motion dur- 
ing the month being only along th« 
short path shown In Figure 1. On 
July 1 It will appear only l-36th the 
part as bright ag on« month pre- 
viously; it is no longer -risible to th« 
nated eye, though readily seen in a 
moderately large teleecope. The tall- 
durtnjf this month will doubtless en- 
tirely disappear, the comet present- 
ing the appearance of a roocd, neb- 
ulous mass, just as it did four 
months ago. 
During the next few- 


months this, with the enormouib; 
increasing distance, will grow small-- 
er and fainter, and finally be entirely 
lost to view.

He :>tatcd that the problem eon- 
tinted in finding the best method of dis- 
sipating the enormous energy of the flash 
but- that it was not wise to get rid of 
tilt energy too"<|iiickly. A thin iron wire 
is considered the best lightning conduc- 
tor from an electrical point of view, but 
it is almost impossible to protect a 
building from lightning unless it is com- 
pletely enveloped in a metal cage. It is 
by no meuns true that a building is sale 
when provided with a conductor reaching 
up to the -tallest part of the building. 


A. Sound-Proof Room.—By the use of 


s».nil, cement, lead, asbestos, cork, felt 
and ether sircilur materials a room has 
been constructed at the University of 
Upsala -which is entirely soundproof. All 
these -niateriBl? are non conductor* of 
sound and it is said that the most deli- 
cate 'instruments have failed to detect 
the presence of any disturbance from the 
outside. 
The only defect which can be 


scored against the room as a laboratory 
for acoustic investigation is tho defective 
ventilation which makes it 
impossible 


for a. person to stay in the room for more 
thd-H an hour at a time. The interior of 
the room is BO quiet that a person seated 
within may hoar the ben-ting of his own 
heart Or tile croaking of his musclefl as 
he moves. 


Japan Schools.—An article in the 


Times of Pittsburg says Japan has no 
laws prescribing the age which • pupils 
must attain before being permitted to 
leave school. Instead there is a law 
that a child must complete an elemen- 
tary.course corresponding to tho first six 
grades in American schools. Thus tho 
brighter and more induntrious. tho pupil, 
tho" sooner he may leave school, it' his 
parents desire'it. There is no holding 
back' the smart scholars for the sako' of 
the'dull and indolent. Neither i» there 
any injurious farcing of immature in- 
tellects. It is s.l,id that the 'bad boy' is 
practically.-unknown-in Japan, that tha
